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Claim R j ctions - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 10, lines 12-13, "at least one film or additionally or alternatively" is 
indefinite since it is not clear if there is one film or multiple films being placed on the 
additional metal oxide film. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the allowability in combination with the other claimed features 
is because nowhere in the prior art is there a method for at least making one capacitor 
having at least one dielectric film-comprising a substance selected from the group 
consisting of valve metal oxides, their complex oxides with at least one alkaline earth 
metal. Regarding claim 9, the allowability in combination with the other claimed 
features is because nowhere in the prior art is there a method for making an integrated 
electrolytic capacitor having a fractal surficial structure including both a valve metal and 
an oxide thereof. Regarding claim 14, the allowability in combination with the other 
claimed features is because nowhere in the prior art is there an integrated electrolytic 
capacitor having a fractal surficial structure including both a valve metal and an oxide 
thereof. Regarding claim 15, the allowability in combination with the other claimed 
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features is because nowhere in the prior art is there a method for at least making one 
capacitor having at least one dielectric film-comprising a substance selected from the 
group consisting of valve metal oxides, their complex oxides with at least one alkaline 
earth metal.
